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President’s Message

Field day will take place on June 22-23. We have secured the "Green 
Room" facility on the Rayne Frog Festival Grounds at no cost due to our 
non-profit status. 

As Field Day Chair, my goal is for a coordinated effort as opposed to e1- 
ther just "fun" or "contesting." I propose that we compete in the 2A classifi- 
cation. This will allow for 2 HF rigs and a "free" VHF rig operating as 
WSDDL, and a “Get-on-the-Air” GOTA station (HF) operating as W5EXI. 
Scoring is based on QSO points (2-CW, Digital and 1-phone) multiplied by 
a power multiplier (x2 for 150 watts). Bonus points are added at about 100 
pts per activity for: each HF rig up to 2; a press release; a pubic location; an 
information table; an NTS message sent to the Section Manager; 10 other 
NTS messages; a satellite QSO; 5 QSO's powered from a Solar battery; 
copying the W1AW Bulletin (any mode); conducting an educational activity 
(poster, demo, etc.); visitation by an elected official; a visit by an ARES 
served agency such as Red Cross, Salvation Army, or Law Enforcement; 50 
GOTA QSO's supervised by a GOTA Coach; and at least one QSO from 5 
persons up to age 18. That gives 1500 possible bonus points by my count. 
In past years Herman KNSGRK has been our "high-point" man through his 
valuable efforts on the bonus points. He could use some help. I wish to 
thank Sandy KESKJF and Larry LeBlanc KES5KJD for again taking on the 
food and beverage service. 

With the use of an air-conditioned facility we should be able to locate 
most rigs indoors. We will need an efficient means of passing cables (rf and 
power) into this room, perhaps with some window boards made with bulk- 
head fittings or drilled holes. We should have redundant generator power for 
the transmitting radios. In addition to the recently purchased club generator 
perhaps we can exercise one or more agency generators, such as the Salva- 
tion Army generators we used once before. With the rigs located on nearby 
tables we should be able to network a computer for each rig. Field Day log- 
ging software is now capable of networking which would allow each station 
to observe dupes and overall progress on a real-time basis. Logging soft- 
ware from WB3W and N3FJP has this capability. The WB3W software is 
oriented to the visually limited operators with large fonts. 

The problem of interference from other radios transmitting with close 
together antennas can be addressed by use of a tri-plexer and a set of pass 
band filters. Dunestar sells a tri-plexer with 3 pass band filters for $400. 
This allows a single tri-bander for 10, 15, and 20 meters to be used by up to 
three radios simultaneously. Pass band filters for 40 and 80 meters could be 
used for those separate antennas for about $65 each. What else might we try 
to reduce interference? Perhaps we could eliminate all other radio use on the 
bands for which we have club antennas. One observation I made from the 
Go-kit Day was that digital modes are especially disruptive to users on other 
radios nearby. I think the additional filtering is worth the cost. I recommend 
that members look at the “YouTube” videos on HF Tri-plexers. 

In my last column, I mentioned the ARRL VHF Contest June 8-10. 
There is an article in the June QST Magazine on page 80 giving an introduc- 
tion to VHF contesting. Our next meeting will be on June 6.

Tomato & Corn Pie

2 pie crust 1 3/4 pound beefsteak tomatoes 

1/2 pound fried and crumbled bacon 1 1/2 cup corn (from about 3 ears), 

1/3 cup Parmesan cheese coarsely chopped by hand 

1/3 cup mayonnaise 2 tbsp. Finely chopped basil, divided 
2 tbsp. Fresh lemon juice 1/4 tsp. black pepper, divided 

1/2 cup crumbled Gorgonzola cheese, di- 1/2 cup coarsely grated Gruyere cheese, 

vided divided 

Directions 


Line a deep glass pie pan with one pie shell, sprinkle with bacon and Parmesan 
cheese. Preheat oven to 400°F with rack in middle. Whisk together mayonnaise and lemon 
juice. 

Cut an X in bottom of each tomato and blanch in a large pot of boiling water 10 sec- 
onds. Immediately transfer with a slotted spoon to an ice bath to cool. Peel tomatoes, then 
slice crosswise 1/4 inch thick and, if desired, gently remove seeds and extra juices. Ar- 
range half of tomatoes in pie shell, overlapping, and sprinkle with half of corn, one table- 
spoon basil, 1/2 tablespoon chives, 1/2 teaspoon salt, 1/8 teaspoon pepper and one cup of 
cheeses. Repeat layering with remaining tomatoes, corn, basil, chives, salt, and pepper. 
Mix lemon mayonnaise and pour over filling and sprinkle with remaining cheese. 

Place other pie shell over filling, folding overhang under edge of bottom crust and 
pinching edge to seal. Cut 4 steam vents in top crust and brush crust with melted butter (2 
teaspoons). Bake pie until crust is golden and filling is bubbling, 30 to 35 minutes, and 
then cool on a rack. Serve warm or at room temperature. 

Makes 6 servings - Prep Time: 15 minutes - Cook Time: 35 minutes - Ready: 50 min- 
utes.
